More than 1,500 riders have taken late-night bus 



Those wanting a late-night 
bus ride home from Whyte 
Avenue have three more 
weekends to catch one. 

The Night Ride late-night 
transportation pilot began 
Jan. 6 and continues until 
April 14. 

The bus service from 
Whyte Avenue to the uni¬ 
versity, then Southgate 
Transit Centre, runs from 
1:30 to 3:30 a.m. on Friday 
and Saturday nights. 

Through the first 12 
weekends of the service, 
1,577 passengers have 
hopped aboard. 

“We’re pleased with how 
well it’s going,” said Angela 
Turner, program manager 


with Responsible Hospital¬ 
ity Edmonton. 

The first weekend saw 
80 passengers use the ser¬ 
vice. That number doubled 
the next weekend, and has 
mostly stayed above the 
100-passenger mark since. 

Stu Litwinowich, the 
president of the Amalgam¬ 
ated Transit Union Local 
569, was concerned about 
driver safety when the pi¬ 
lot launched. But with two 
extra transit peace officers 
assigned, a roving inspect¬ 
or and a police officer sta¬ 
tioned at Southgate, there 
haven’t been any concerns, 
he said. 

“I’ve got no issue with 


anyone who deserves a 
ride getting one as long as 
it’s peaceful,” Litwinowich 
said. 

The city says police, tran¬ 
sit and the taxi industry 
have procedures in place to 
deal with typical late-night 
issues. 

Inquiries to Edmonton 
Transit’s director of safety 
and security were not im¬ 
mediately returned, but 
Litwinowich said there will 
likely be consultation with 
the union once the pilot 
wraps up. 

Turner expects a report 
before a city council com¬ 
mittee by June.

Enduring crimes: Child sex abuse, porn take an unshakeabie toil 



Advocates say recent cases indicate even the most trusted members of society are capable of committing

A babysitter and an elemen¬ 
tary school teacher — two 
members of society entrusted 
to care for its children. 

But for Chris, a 44-year- 
old Edmonton resident, the 
crimes committed against 
him as a boy by those very 
individuals changed his life 
forever. 

“With the male babysitter, 
it went on for three years.... 
He sexually abused me — he 
was absolutely sick,” recalled 
Chris, whose last name Metro 
has chosen to withhold. 

“An34:hing you can think 
of, I was forced to do it and do 
it with other kids.” 

The toll taken on Chris was 
made that much worse when 
he also began being abused by 
his teacher. 

That teacher claimed he 
was simply taking his students 
on a field trip but inevitably 
videotaped them performing 
sexual acts. 


“I started having troubles 
in school,” Chris said. “I was 
showing the classic signs 
something’s gone on.” 

As a teen, Chris delved 
heavily into illegal and pre¬ 
scription drug use, developing 


an addiction to the latter. 

Instances of abuse and 
the lasting effects on victims 
have become all too common, 
says Glori Meldrum founder 
of Alberta-based Little War¬ 
riors, which works to prevent 


and educate the public about 
such crimes. “Lives are being 
ruined,” she said. 

“It’s happening every sin¬ 
gle day and it’s only going to 
get worse.” 

Chris admits even now.

A former Nanaimo police 
constable filed a class-action 
lawsuit against the RCMP 
Tuesday alleging widespread 
systemic discrimination in 
the force against female of¬ 
ficers, civilian members and 
civil-service employees. 

More than 150 RCMP of¬ 
ficers have signed on since 
former RCMP Cpl. Catherine 
Galliford came forward with 
explosive allegations of ha¬ 
rassment on the job last Nov¬ 
ember, though Galliford is 
not participating in the class- 
action suit. 

The suit, filed by former 
Const. Janet Merlo, claims 
she suffered depression and 
post-traumatic stress disor¬ 
der as a result of 20 years of 
discrimination and harass¬ 
ment at the Nanaimo RCMP 
detachment. 

“It’s too late for me,” said 
Merlo in a statement released 
by her lawyers, “but I hope 
that this lawsuit will bring 
about some positive change 
for women who are still with 
the RCMP and women who 
join in the future.” 

The notice of claim alleges 



male members at Merlo’s de¬ 
tachment planted sex toys 
around the office, yelled at 
her when she got pregnant 
with her first child and told 
her to keep her legs closed, 
and frequently made overt 
sexual comments and advan¬ 
ces toward her. 

Thunder Bay, Ont., lawyer 
Alexander Zaitzeff is one of 
nine legal experts working on 
the case. Zaitzeff said the cen¬ 
tral issue in the case “is the 
paramilitary culture within 
the RCMP, in which there 
is an abuse of authority 
that occurs.”

Hackers. Scytl Canada 
says hundreds of 
thousands of false vote 
requests sent 


More than 10,000 “malevo¬ 
lent” Internet addresses were 
used to jam the NDP leader¬ 
ship convention’s online 
voting system, according to 
the tech company that ran 
the vote. 

The denial-of-service at¬ 
tack delayed voting for several 
hours and pushed the crown¬ 
ing of new NDP Leader Thom¬ 
as Mulcair late into Saturday 
evening. 

Some observers of the week¬ 
end convention immediately 
claimed the technical delays as 
evidence that New Democrats 
are not ready to govern. 

But a statement Tuesday 
from Scytl Canada, which ran 
the online vote, described 
Saturday’s cyber-attack as an 
organized, professional and il¬ 
legal effort. 

“We deeply regret the in¬ 
convenience to NDP voters 


caused by this malicious, mas¬ 
sive, orchestrated attempt 
to thwart democracy,” Susan 
Crutchlow, the general man¬ 
ager of Scytl Canada, said in a 
release. 

“We are proud, however, 
that our robust system, which 
is used by many governments 
aroimd the world, repelled this 
attack, did not crash, and com¬ 
pleted its mission of giving all 
NDP members who wished to 
vote the opportunity to do so 
securely.” 


The Spanish-based com¬ 
pany also thanked the party 
for its patience with the long 
delays caused by the attack. 

Scytl said “many hundreds 
of thousands” of false voting re¬ 
quests were sent to the system. 

“This effectively ‘jammed 
up the pipe’ into the voting 
system, delaying voter access,” 
said the company statement. 

The so-called “botnet” 
used computers aroimd the 
world, but mainly in Canada.

UN envoy Kofi Annan said Tues¬ 
day he has received the backing 
of both Syria and China for his 
plan for a negotiated end to the 
bloody Syrian conflict. 

Atman believes Syria’s ac¬ 
ceptance of the peace plan is an 
important first step that now 
needs to be immediately imple¬ 
mented, his spokesman said. 

A Paris-based member of 
the opposition Syrian National 
Coimcil said it welcomes the 
Syrian government’s decision. 

“We hope that we can 
move toward a peace process,” 
Bassma Kodmani said by tele¬ 
phone. 

Annan, who is also an en¬ 
voy for the Arab League, told 
reporters after meeting with 
Cleese Premier Wen Jiabao in 
Beijing on Tuesday that he had 
received a “positive” response 
from Syria as well as support 
from China. 

He said he received a similar 
commitment from Russia over 
the weekend. 

“We’ve had veiy good dis¬ 
cussions about the situation in 
Syria. And they have offered 



me their full support,” Annan 
said after the meeting with 
Wen. 

Wen said work on a solu¬ 
tion to the crisis is at a “critical 
jimcture,” adding that China 
backed Annan’s mediation ef¬ 
forts. 

The support from China 
and Russia may have been im¬ 
portant in nudging Syria on the 
plan, which has been endorsed 
by the UN Security Council in a 
nonbinding presidential state¬ 
ment. 

China and Russia have twice 
vetoed proposed UN sanctions 
over Assad’s crackdown on 
the yearlong uprising in which 
more than 8,000 people are be¬ 
lieve to have died.

Terror. Video of attacks sent to Al-Jazeera 


A video apparently showing a 
Muslim gunman’s attacks on 
soldiers and a Jewish school 
was sent to the Al-Jazeera 
news network — but not by 
him, French police said Tues¬ 
day, raising the spectre of a 
possible accomplice. 

Al-Jazeera on Tuesday de¬ 
cided not to air a video that 
seems to have been filmed 
from the killer’s point of view 
and includes the cries of his 
victims. The decision came 
after President Nicolas Sar¬ 
kozy asked the network not 


to broadcast it. 

While French politicians 
describe gunman Mohamed 
Merab as a “lone wolf” terror¬ 
ist, his brother is behind bars 
on suspicion of helping in the 
attacks. 

A French official close to 
the investigation said the 
video was not sent by Merab, 
a 23-year-old Frenchman 
who was killed in a shoot¬ 
out Thursday after a 32-hour 
standoff with police at his 
apartment building in Tou¬ 
louse.

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Woman kills herself while on Facebook 


Chat No one alerted 
police, while some 
begged woman to stop 


A woman in Taiwan killed 
herself by inhaling poison¬ 
ous fumes while chatting 
with friends on Facebook, 
and none of them alerted au¬ 
thorities, police said Tuesday. 

Claire Lin killed herself 
on her 31st birthday, March 


18, and family members who 
reported her suicide were 
unaware of the Facebook 
conversations that accom¬ 
panied it, Taipei police offi¬ 
cer Hsieh Ku-ming said. 

Lin’s last Facebook entries 
show her chatting with nine 
friends, alerting them to her 
gradual asph 3 odation. One 
picture uploaded from her 
mobile phone depicts a char¬ 
coal barbecue burning next 
to two stuffed animals. An¬ 


other shows the room filled 
with fumes. 

One friend identified as 
Chung Hsin told Lin, “Be 
calm, open the window, put 
out the charcoal fire, please, 
1 beg you.” 

Lin replied: “The fumes 
are suffocating. They fill my 
eyes with tears. Don’t write 
me anymore.” 

A few of the Facebook 
friends chatting with her 
tried to stop her and track 


her down on their own, but 
none called police. Chung 
did not respond to attempts 
to reach him for comment. 

Lin’s last words, in Chi¬ 
nese, were: “Too late. My 
room is filled with fumes. I 
just posted another picture. 
Even while I’m d 3 dng, I still 
want FB (Facebook). Must be 
FB poison. Haha.” 

Lin’s Facebook postings 
indicated she was unhappy 
because her bo 3 dfiend was 
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ignoring her, and had failed 
to return home to be with 
her on her birthday. Her boy¬ 
friend found her body the 
next morning and alerted 
her family, Hsieh said. 

Hsieh said he regretted 
that none of her friends 
called police during the 
67-minute episode, but he 
added it may have been dif¬ 
ficult for them to know her 
whereabouts.

U.S. housing prices 
keep falling: Index 

Home prices fell in January 
for a fifth straight month 
in most major U.S. cities, as 
modest sales increases have 
yet to boost prices. 

The Standard & Poor’s 
Case-Shiller home-price index 
released Tuesday showed that 
prices dropped in January 
from December in 16 of 19 
cities tracked. The steepest de¬ 
clines were in San Francisco, 


Atlanta and Portland. Prices 
increased in Miami, Phoe¬ 
nix and Washington. Price 
information for Charlotte was 
delayed and therefore not 
included in the report. 

The declines partly reflect 
typical off-season sales. The 
month-over-month data are 
not adjusted for seasonal fac¬ 
tors. Still, prices feU in 17 of 
the 20 cities in January com¬ 
pared to the same month in 
2011. The group’s nationwide 
index of prices has fallen 34 
per cent since the housing 
bust and is now at 2002 levels.

WHO treaty. Member 
states set to crack down 
on tobacco smuggling 


A large chunk of the world is 
closing in on a treaty to crack 
down on tobacco smuggling, 
a practice that is estimated to 
cost governments up to $50 
bilhon US in tax revenue each 
year, the World Health Organ¬ 
ization said Tuesday. 

Diplomats from 174 WHO 
member states are expected to 
have a draft treaty by the time 
they meet in South Korea later 
this year, the global body said. A 
handful of countries, including 
the United States, Indonesia, 
Tfrgentina, Switzerland and 15 
others, are not participating in 
the negotiations, meaning the 
treaty wouldn’t apply there un¬ 
less they join later. 

“A good part of the protocol 
is already agreed,” said WHO’s 


Dr. Haik Nikogosian. 

Negotiators meeting in 
Geneva on Thursday still need 
to bridge differences on issues 
such as duty-free and Inter¬ 
net sales, supply chain track¬ 
ing and extradition of alleged 
smugglers. If those issues are 
resolved, a draft wiU be put to 
coimtries meeting in Seoul on 
Nov. 12 to 17. 

A key part of the treaty is a 
planned tracking system that 
will require aU cigarette pack¬ 
ages to be marked in such a 
way that customs officials can 
trace their origin. Nikogosian 
said this would help law-en¬ 
forcement authorities deter¬ 
mine the route by which to¬ 
bacco products are smuggled.

Pipelines. Enbridge to 
invest $4B to extend oil 
transport to Gulf Coast 


The race to ship crude to 
Gulf Goast refineries has in¬ 
tensified, as Enbridge Inc. 
announced plans to invest 
nearly $4 billion on two ex¬ 
panded U.S. pipeline propos¬ 
als. 

Ganada’s largest crude 
transporter said late Monday 
its proposed Seaway project 
between the oversupplied 
Gushing, Okla., storage hub 
and the Gulf will be scaled 
up by 450,000 barrels per 
day, bringing that project’s 
total capacity to 850,000 bar¬ 
rels per day. 

And its proposed Flanagan 
South line from the Ghicago 
area down to Gushing has 
been expanded to a 36-diam¬ 
eter line with a capacity of 


585,000 barrels per day. En¬ 
bridge had earlier envisioned 
using 30-inch diameter pipe. 

Together with its existing 
Spearhead pipeline, cus¬ 
tomers will be able to ship 
775,000 barrels per day from 
Flanagan, Ill. to Gushing. 

The two projects give will 
give producers in Western 
Ganada and in the booming 
Bakken region of Saskatch¬ 
ewan, North Dakota and 
Montana “timely, econom¬ 
ical and reliable options to 
deliver a variety of crudes 
to refinery hubs throughout 
the heart of North America 
and now as far as the Gulf 
Goast,” said CEO Pat Daniel 
in a release.

Men say I was a terrible shot 
and women are in two camps. 
The ones who were swept up 
in Leo-mania and can’t believe 
I was in the way of true love, 
and the slyer ones with an ap¬ 
petite for jewelry who thought 
Rose was mad to leave Cal. 

The most important thing 
for me was to mine under¬ 
standing. The burden of the 
era was placed upon him too;

• Budget. At $200 million, 
the movie cost more 
than the Titanic itself. 
The cost to construct 
the ship in 1910-1912 
was $ 7-5 million at the 
time and about $120 
to $150 million in 1997 
dollars. 


It depends what audience. 
Most have seen the film be¬ 
fore, so they’re going in with 
comforting expectation. It’s 
much like seeing an anthem 
band from the 1980s; waiting 
for the big hit, fired up nos¬ 
talgically for when the first 
chord hits and you’re trans¬ 
ported to a time and place. 

The device of 3D allows 
the filmmaker to keep the 
audience off balance — it’s 
an unpredictable space that 
allows heartstrings to be 
manipulated. 

After 3D, what other new 
forms of Titanic could be 
created? 

I think a role-play game in 
real time from the moment of 
impact or just before is prob¬ 
ably something they might 
consider. 

It’s easy to forget this is all 
based on a historic tragedy. 
How has all this affected 
you? 

More so than before. I saw a 
segment of the voyage on the 
(BBC) One Show I had never 
seen before. While watching 
it I had a very uneasy feeling.

• 500 ml (2 cups) flour 

• 8 eggs 

• 250 ml (1 cup) milk 

• 250 ml (1 cup) chicken or 
vegetable stock

Kentucky forward Anthony Davis, expected by many to be a top NBA draft pick this summer. 


Anthony Davis walked back 
into Kentucky’s hotel in Atlan¬ 
ta at the South Regional when 
a young girl approached. 

“She got on her knees and 
bowed down to me like I was 
a king and said, ‘Bow to the 
Brow’ She was like five or six,” 
Davis said in an interview with 
The Associated Press. “I just 
started laughing. Man, fans of 
all ages, Kentucky is crazy and I 
just love it.” 

Davis and his imibrow are a 
perfect fit. 

He’s a fim-loving teenager 
who has swatted away and 


dunked enough basketballs to 
become the most dominating 
player in the college ranks.

Whether we wanted it, the 
age of the electric car is upon 
us and their numbers are 
slowly growing. While most 
of the better-known brands 
are being built by mainstream 
automakers such as General 
Motors, Ford, Nissan and Mit¬ 
subishi, perhaps the best out- 
of-the-box thinking is coming 
from boutique automakers. 

In this group is Tesla Mo¬ 
tors, a Palo Alto, Calif, com¬ 
pany foimded by Elon Musk, 
creator of online money-trans¬ 
fer system Pay Pal. 

Tesla (named for elec¬ 
trical development pioneer 
Nikola Tesla) has, since 2006, 
sold more than 2,100 of its 
$125,000-plus two-seater Road¬ 
ster model. But, as a company 
spokesman explained at the 
North American International 
Auto Show in January, the 
Lotus Elise-based sports car’s 
true importance was as a test 
bed for Tesla’s electric power- 
train technology. The next 
phase in the brand’s develop¬ 
ment is the Model S four-door 
sedan, which will launch this 
summer. The car is being con¬ 
structed at a plant in Fremont, 
Calif., that had been jointly 
operated by General Motors 
and Toyota. 

Like all Tesla vehicles, the 
Model S operates on electric 
power only. It does not use 


a gasoline engine to gener¬ 
ate electrical energy, as is the 
case with the Chevrolet Volt, 
which lacks the Model S’s elec¬ 
tric range. It’s a highly unique 
vehicle on several fronts. 

The aluminum-bodied, 
full-size four-door hatchback 
is roughly the same size as 
BMWs 5-series hatchback. 
However, the Model S design 
has more luggage space with 
the 60:40 back seat up or fold¬ 
ed, not including an additional 
storage area imder the hood. 

Under the hood? Well, the 
306-horsepower electric mo¬ 
tor is actually positioned be¬ 
tween the rear wheels, while 
the liquid-cooled hthium-ion 
battery layout imobtrusively 
forms part of a rigid platform 
that connects to the front and 


rear suspension. 

Inside, the Model S can seat 
five adults plus two pint-sized, 
rear-facing passengers in the 
optional fold-up third row, not 
imlike those old station wag¬ 
ons of the 1950s and ’60s. 

Tesla claims the 40 kilowatt/ 
hour (kWh) batteries in the 
base model are good for up to 
about 255 kilometres on a full 
charge. The range increases to 
about 365 kilometres if the 60 
kWh powerpack is specified, 
while 480 kilometres is attain¬ 
able with the 85-kWh option. 

Performance is also affect¬ 
ed, depending on the battery 
pack selected. Zero-to-60-m.p.h. 
(96 km/h) times vary from 6.5 
seconds for the 40 kWh cars, to 
5.6 seconds for the 85 kWh bat¬ 
teries (dropping to 4.4 seconds

when the Performance version 
is specified). 

Top speed runs 175-200 
km/h, again depending on bat¬ 
tery capacity, but driving the 
Model S with a heavy foot will 
certainly curtail its advertised 
range. The Model S lacks a con¬ 
ventional transmission, but in¬ 
stead uses a controller to initi¬ 
ate forward and reverse. 


As with other electrics, 
charging the Model S can be 
accomplished by plugging 
into a standard 120-volt wall 
outlet from a port hidden be¬ 
hind the driver’s-side taillight. 
Tesla says that each hour of 
charging gives the car about 50 
kilometres of range, but that 
doubles when the optional 240- 
volt high-power waU cormector 
is used. At that rate, a full 
charge for the 85 kWh model 
should be all wrapped up in 
about five hours. 

Buy a firlly-decked-out 85 
kWh Model S and Tesla says 
you’ll be able to access its new 
network of “Superchargers 
throughout North America” to 
give you about 255 kilometres 
of range in 30 minutes of char¬ 
ging. 


The equipment list for the 
base cars is near-luxmy and 
includes a cloth interior, seven- 
speaker 200-watt audio system 
and 19-inch wheels. Leather is 
optional as is a panoramic glass 
roof, carbon-fibre trim, power 
liftgate and 21-inch wheels. 

The Model S represents 
Tesla’s first in-house-designed 
vehicle and will be followed 
in 2014 by the Model X. That 
taller, roomier version of the 
Model S will feature dual-mo¬ 
tor all-wheel-drive and four 
gullwing-style doors, called Fal¬ 
con Wings. 

Unusual and imique, of 
course, but Tesla’s clean-sheet 
approach to emissions-free 
automobile design is what sep¬ 
arates it from just about every¬ 
thing else on the market.

Flab free 


Part of the secret to the car’s 
success is that the entire TT 
line is relatively flab-free. Fully 
69 per cent of the structure 
is comprised of aluminum, 
while only 31 per cent is 
steel, a ratio that reduces the 
car’s heft by a claimed 48 per 
cent than if it were entirely 
constructed from steel. At 
about 1,500 kilograms, the RS 
weighs about the same as the 
Chevrolet Corvette coupe.

Check for proper and quiet 
operation from the climate- 
control fan and temperature 
controls. A ticking noise when 
the fan is working could be 
caused by a loose or broken 
cover. Ensure the power sun¬ 
roof is working, along with the 
turn signals. Note that a lumpy 
or awkward idle could be 
caused by a malfunction in the 
engine computer, which would 
require reprogramming to fix. 
Finally, avoid the CVT trans¬ 
mission — which was axed 
from the powertrain lineup 
due to reliability issues. 


Verdict 


Avoid a used Ion model with 
the CVT transmission, and 
you’ll likely enjoy a unique, 
cheap-to-run compact car 
with affordable pricing and a 
good sense of style. 


Redline: Your car’s keeping an eye on it

If your car has a tachometer, 
it may also have a red mark 
around the higher numbers. 
It’s a warning, appropriately 
named “redline,” but thanks to 
new auto technologies, it’s not 
as dangerous as it used to be. 

“Redline is the maximum 
rotational speed at which the 
engine can be operated,” says 
Hayato Mori, manager of pro¬ 
duction planning for Honda 
Canada. 

“Nothing is indestructible. 
Everything has its limits.” 


Engines contain pistons 
that move up and down, pow¬ 
ered by the force of gasohne 
igniting. This movement turns 
a heavy crankshaft, similar to 
the way your legs work the 
pedals on a bicycle. The crank¬ 
shaft’s spinning motion even¬ 
tually turns the wheels. 

The crankshaft’s motion 
is measured in revolutions 
per minute, or r.p.m. It’s also 
called the “engine speed” and 
is indicated by the needle on 
the tachometer. The engine 
speed will go up or down de¬ 
pending on how fast you’re go¬ 
ing or what gear you’re in. The 


crankshaft is very strong, but it 
does have its hmits. 

“If you spin (a crankshaft) 
fast enough, it will create a vi¬ 
bration,” Mori says. 

“If the vibration is too 
great, it will start to affect the 
structure and operation of the 
engine. You have a heavy pis¬ 
ton head supported by a rod, 
and it will get to a point where 
you will damage the rod.” 

The damage in that worst- 
case scenario could possibly 
mean complete engine failure. 
Fortunately, modem cars are 
equipped to prevent such a 
problem. If the engine speed 


goes to redline, the car’s con¬ 
trol system takes over, cutting 
back on the throttle and im¬ 
mediately dropping to a safe 
r.p.m. 

That intervention is more 
likely with a manual trans¬ 
mission, where it’s possible 
for the driver to keep the car 
in a lower gear while revving 
the engine, potentially putting 
it into the danger zone. Cars 
with automatic transmissions 
also have the throttle cut-off 
system, but are less likely to 
need it, since they will shift to 
a higher gear once the r.p.m. 
rises sufficiently. 


Redhne is more of a prob¬ 
lem on older cars, which may 
not have a fail safe, and driv¬ 
ers have to be careful to keep 
the engine below the warning 
area. 

Some drivers hke to run 
each gear to the allowable 
maximum for a racy feel, 
“but we don’t recommend it 
because in the long range, it 
won’t be good for the engine,” 
Mori says. 

“Every machine has its 
operating parameter, and 
when we put those red lines 
on the tachometer, we do it for 
a reason.” 


Redline facts 


• Because cars now have 
computer-controlled 
systems to prevent 
redline damage, some 
don't have a red warning 
line on the tachometer 
anymore. 


• Just to be on the safe 
side, the automakers put 
the redline a little low, 
but it's still best to keep 
your engine speed below 
it.

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Natural gas to liquid is fuel for thought

We’ve heard a lot lately about 
electricity’s potential as an 
alternative fuel, but natural 
gas keeps hanging around the 
fuel discussion, like a bad gas. 

But it’s a good gas. North 
America has lots. It burns 
cleaner than crude oil fuel. 
It’s relatively cheap. 


But there’s always a catch, 
isn’t there? 

The catch with natural gas 
is that it doesn’t transport or 
store very well. People tend to 
build just enough pipes and 
storage tanks for their needs, 
be it home heating or mu¬ 
nicipal car and truck fleets. 
Any uptick in demand and 
use would require a commen¬ 
surate increase in expensive 
infrastructure. 

And because you can’t 
store a lot of it, the price of 
natural gas is more suscept¬ 
ible to drops in demand. 
When demand drops, prices 
fall easily, a phenomenon 
that doesn’t bode well for in¬ 


creased production and infra¬ 
structure development. 

So I was struck recently 
by a news report stating that 
the biggest. Saddest gasoline 
producer on the planet. Royal 
Dutch Shell, is seriously in¬ 
creasing its bet on natural 
gas. 

Not only that, but this year 
will see it produce — for the 
first time — more natural gas 
than crude, on an oil equiva¬ 
lent basis. Shell also expects 
natural gas to continue to 
grow as a proportion of its 
production in the coming 
years. 

Among the areas Shell in¬ 
tends to investigate is liquefy¬ 



ing the gas so it compacts sig¬ 
nificantly and consequently 
ships easier, for possible over¬ 
seas export, and more nat¬ 
ural gas made into S37nthetic 
diesel fuel. Shell already has 
a big gas-to-liquids operation 
in Qatar. 

I asked energy expert Gail 
Tverberg of The Oil Drum 
forum. Our Infinite World 
blog, if gas-to-liquid leans 
more toward science fiction 
than mainstream. She noted 


the technology is well de¬ 
veloped, but it’s expensive. 
Natural gas has to be signifi¬ 
cantly cooled to get into a 
liquid state, cooled all along 
its transport route, and then 
it needs to go back to its gas¬ 
eous state before being deliv¬ 
ered to the end user. 

Converting it directly into 
a permanent liquid fuel, like 
S3mthetic diesel, requires very 
expensive processing that 
has so far limited its use as a 


transportation fuel. 

“It’s like any energy re¬ 
source,” notes Tverberg. “You 
take the best resource first, 
which tends to be cheaper. 
Then you go to the resour¬ 
ces that are harder to extract 
or more difficult to obtain. 
That’s what we’re doing now. 
Natural gas is more difficult 

Difficult and alternative, 
just like a teenager. Surely at 
some point it has to grow up.

Researchers at MIT 
working on system 
that could save drivers 
20 per cent of fuel

Red lights are crucial for traf¬ 
fic safety, but they can be 
hard on your gasoline con¬ 
sumption. Every time you 
stop for a red light, you use 
more fuel when idling and 
getting started again. 

Fuel-efficient drivers will 
try to regulate their speed so 
they reach the lights as they 
turn green, but that’s not 
always easy to do. Instead, a 
project at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology (MIT) 
is using cellphone technol¬ 
ogy to figure out just when 
your next light is going to

change. 

Since many people dock 
their smartphones on the 
dash for navigation, the 
researchers used them to 
devise a system called Sign¬ 
alGuru. 

The cellphone cameras, 
which point at the street 
when the screen is facing 
the driver, photograph traf¬ 


fic lights as the vehicle ap¬ 
proaches them. 

“The camera is used to 
study the pattern of the traf¬ 
fic signal,” says Emmanouil 
Koukoumidis, visiting re¬ 
searcher at MIT. 

“The information is 
downloaded from the mo¬ 
bile phones of drivers who 
have been through the inter¬ 
section. Then we gather and 
process it, and we do what is 
called ‘machine learning.’” 

The collaborative system 
amasses information about 
each intersection, using 
maps and GPS to determine 
when the vehicle is ap¬ 
proaching the traffic light. 
It then turns on the camera 
and captures video frames, 
determining exactly when 
the light changes from red 
to green. 

Using this information, 
along with pictures taken 
previously, SignalGuru 
“studies the past” to deter¬ 
mine the exact time the 
light will turn green in the 


future. 

“It will know that the 
intersection is red but it will 
turn green in 30 seconds, 
so if you drive at 40 km/h 
instead of 45 or 50, by the 
time you hit the intersection 
it will be green so you can 
cruise through without stop¬ 
ping,” Koukoumidis says. 

Using Boston as a model, 
the researchers calculated 
that drivers could save 20 
per cent of fuel with the sys¬ 
tem. 

The system is currently 
only a research protot 32 pe, 
although Koukoumidis has 
been contacted by commer¬ 
cial truck drivers interested 
in it, since large trucks use 
equally large amounts of 
fuel moving away from a 
stop. 

The database could also 
potentially capture and pro¬ 
cess other important infor¬ 
mation such as gas station 
prices, the location of city 
buses, or the availability of 
parking spots.

For drivers using their 
vehicle as a personal listen¬ 
ing space, satellite radio 
has made terrestrial radio 
obsolete — but a new breed 
of ‘Internet’ radio may make 
satellite radio a thing of the 
past, too. 

Satellite radio is great. 
There’s plenty of selection. 
The audio quality is good. 
You’ll never have your listen¬ 
ing interrupted to hear about 
the latest furniture sale or 
public service announcement 
about proper hand-washing. 

Oh, and you can’t drive 
out of range of a station 
since the signal is beamed 
down from space rather than 
across an expanse of land by 
an antenna. 

But satellite radio, like 
terrestrial radio, is one-way. 

Don’t like what you hear? 
Ghange the channel. 

And when you do, your 
most favourite song in the 


universe will come on while 
you listen to an OK song on 
another station — meaning 
you’ll miss a chunk of it. 

This leads to station 
anxiety and rapid toggling 
between numerous station 
presets to decide where to 
tune in. The result can be 
hearing fragments of songs, 
and it’s a real pain in the 
butt. 

But high-selection, in-car 
listening has advanced — 
and if you’ve got a Smart¬ 
phone and a car stereo with 
auxiliary or Bluetooth input, 
that “better” listening experi¬ 
ence is a cinch to tap into. 

In Ganada, the big-dog In¬ 
ternet radio service is called 
Slacker Radio. 

The gist? 

Imagine having only a few 
stations to choose from. Even 
as few as one. And they only 
play songs you’ll probably 
like. And if they don’t, you 
can instantly skip a song, or 
even ban it from pla 5 hng on 
your station ever again. Like 
a song? Give it a ‘heart’ and 
you’ll hear more of it. 

Using Slacker is like 
having a fancy, DJ-assisted, 
music-spitting computer pro¬ 
gram feeding your ears only 
the tunes they hke. And the 
basic service, which hooked 
me after trying 
it on a whim, 
should prove a 
more appealing 
and customized 
alternative to 
satellite radio 
for many. 

It’s free, too. 
The free service 
is fantastic, and 
two premium 
services are 
available 
optionally for 
less than your 
satellite radio 
subscription. 
Using 

Slacker is as 
simple as visit¬ 
ing their site 
(slacker.com), 
signing up with 
your email ad¬ 
dress, selecting 
a ‘seed’ list 
of songs and 
beginning to 
listen to music 
you can enjoy, 
like or dislike. 

Numerous 
genres are 
available, and 
the premium 
memberships 
even allow 
on-device stor¬ 
age of entire 
stations, or 
on-demand 
playback of any 
song or album 
available.
